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Hospital introduces new 
automated registration 
system 



In their intent on improving the 
service to the community, the 
Dr. Horacio Oduber Hospital 
has invested in a modem auto¬ 
mated, digital system to regis¬ 
ter patients. In order to 
implement this new system it 
is necessary for the hospital to 
actualize their current re¬ 
gistration system. 

Hospital IT technicians to¬ 
gether with personnel of the 
departments of care and ad¬ 
ministration are working dili¬ 
gently for several weeks now 
on the actualization of their 
data base and the complete pa¬ 
tient registration program. 

The new program will sig¬ 
nal a significant advancement 
in the total process of register¬ 
ing a patient using any of the 
hospital’s services. 

To ensure an optimal intro¬ 
duction of the new program, 
the hospital will have to shut 
down the current program tem¬ 
porarily. This will occur on the 
18th and 19th of June between 
12 midnight and 6:00 in the 
morning. The process of actu¬ 


alization is not expected to af¬ 
fect the hospital’s medical care 
of its patients. It is possible, 
however, that the administra¬ 
tive process, such as the regis¬ 
tration of a patient, may be 
somewhat slower for a few 
days. 

The hospital is convinced 
that this new system, once it is 
fully implemented and opera¬ 
tional, will increase the level of 
service to patients and will be 
a formidable advancement. 
This is exactly in keeping with 
the goal of the hospital, that is, 
to offer the best of service to 
patients. 

The Aruba hospital exists 
for 34 years and is named after 
Aruba’s first Aruban doctor, 
Dr. Horacio Oduber. Today the 
hospital has 18.000 patients ei¬ 
ther as resident or outpatient. 
They have a total of 850 em¬ 
ployees in their service. As the 
only hospital on the island they 
are cognizant of the responsi¬ 
bility to continue working dili¬ 
gently to surpass the expec¬ 
tations of all patients.

US: V\fe will kill 
Zawahiri just like 
bin Laden 


WASHINGTON, (AFP) - The 
United States Thursday dis¬ 
missed new Al-Qaeda 
supremo Ayman al-Zawahiri 
as a pale imitation of Osama 
bin Laden and warned the 
Egyptian to expect a similar 
fate to his slain predecessor. 

US officials painted the 59- 
year-old long-time number 
two as an "armchair general" 
with no combat experience, 
saying he not only lacked 
charisma and leadership skills 
but was also a divisive figure 
who could fracture Al-Qaeda. 

US Defense Secretary 
Robert Gates, giving his vale¬ 
dictory press briefing at the 
Pentagon, warned to remind of 
the continuing Al-Qaeda 
threat. "First of all I think we 
should be mindful that this an¬ 
nouncement by Al-Qaeda re¬ 
minds us that despite having 
suffered a huge loss... Al- 
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Qaeda seeks to perpetuate it¬ 
self, seeks to find replace¬ 
ments for those who have been 
killed, and remains committed 
to the agenda that bin Laden 
put before them." 

Like his slain Saudi-born 
co-conspirator, Zawahiri has 
been in hiding since the United 
States declared its war on ter¬ 
ror after the September 11, 
2001 attacks. 

Now Washington's most 
wanted man, Zawahiri was 
jailed for three years in Egypt 
for militancy and was impli¬ 
cated in the assassination of 
Egyptian president Anwar 
Sadat in 1981, and a 1997 
massacre of tourists in Luxor. 

Facing a death sentence, 
Zawahiri left Egypt in the mid- 
1980s initially for Saudi Ara¬ 
bia, but soon headed for 
Pakistan's northwestern city of 
Peshawar where the resistance 
to the Soviet occupation of 
Afghanistan was based, and 
then to Afghanistan, where he 
joined forces with bin Laden. 

The Netherlands 
allows Syrian 
asylum seekers 

Asylum seekers from Syria 
may stay in the Netherlands 
temporarily, Minister for Im¬ 
migration and Asylum Gerd 
Leers announced yesterday. 
Rejected asylum seekers who 
have not yet returned to their 
homeland may also stay in the 
country for the time being. 

Minister Leers made his de¬ 
cision in response to reports of 
continued unrest in Syria. It is 
difficult to assess the political 
and security situation in the 
country, he said. The Immigra¬ 
tion and Naturalisation Service 
will temporarily refrain from 
deciding on Syrian asylum ap¬ 
plications 


Dutch Jews, Muslims appeal ritual slaughter plan 


THE HAGUE, The Netherlands 
(AFP) - Jewish and Muslim rep¬ 
resentatives Thursday appealed 
to Dutch lawmakers not to en¬ 
force plans requiring animals to 
be stunned before halaal and 
kosher slaughtering rituals. 

"We are against any form of 
stunning because it's against 
our religion," Yusuf Altuntas, 


president of the CMO — an or¬ 
ganisation that links the Mus¬ 
lim community with the Dutch 
government — told a parlia¬ 
mentary commission. 

"One of the first measures 
taken during the Occupation 
(during World War II) was the 
closing of kosher abattoirs," 
Dutch Chief Rabbi Binyomin 


Jacobs added. 

Dutch law required animals 
to be stunned before being 
slaughtered but made an ex¬ 
ception for ritual halaal and 
kosher slaughters. 

The country's Party for Ani¬ 
mals (PvdD) has submitted a 
proposal, if implemented, would 
see this exception abolished.

Sony's Music Unlimited 
comes to Android 


TOKYO (AFP) - Sony has re¬ 
leased an app making its 
Music Unlimited online 
streaming available on smart¬ 
phones running Google's An¬ 
droid system, amid growing 
competition from Amazon and 
Apple in cloud-based services. 

Sony's digital cloud-based 
music service, which 
launched in December and is 
available in Europe, the 
United States, Australia and 
New Zealand, allows users to 
stream millions of songs to 
Sony devices but previously 
lacked mobile access. 

Sony last week said it 
would restore all Qriocity on¬ 
line music and video distribu¬ 
tion services everywhere 
except Japan after shutting it 
and the PlayStation Network 
down in April after hackers 


compromised personal data 
from 100 million accounts. 

The launch of the new app 
will make the service avail¬ 
able on smartphones running 
Android as well as devices 
such as the PlayStation3, In¬ 
ternet-connected Sony televi¬ 
sions and Blu-ray players. 

The app will be available 
to users in the United States, 
France, Germany, Ireland, 
Italy, Spain, Britain, Australia 
and New Zealand. 

The service allows users 
to stream music content from 
a catalogue of more than 
seven milllion songs licensed 
from labels such as Universal 
Music Group, Sony Music 
Entertainment, Warner Music 
Group, EMI Music and inde¬ 
pendent labels. 


Indonesia in hot water over dolphin 
release plans 


JAKARTA (AFP) - Indone¬ 
sia's plans to release captive 
dolphins directly into the sea 
rather than put them through 
a rehabilitation programme 
drew fire from animal wel¬ 
fare activists Thursday. 

Activists said the dolphins 
from a zoo and a travelling 
circus would almost certainly 
die without any preparation 
for the wild, such as training 
to leam to swim straight, hunt 
and use their sonar. 


US dolphin activist Ric 
O'Barry, who was featured in 
the 2009 Oscar-winning doc¬ 
umentary "The Cove", said 
Indonesia would attract a lot 
of negative international pub¬ 
licity if it went ahead with its 
release plans. 

"This is an opportunity for 
Indonesia to send a message 
to the rest of the world about 
how much it cares for nature," 
O'Barry was quoted as saying 
by the Jakarta Globe website.

German hackers convicted of stealing Lady 
Gaga songs 



BERLIN (AFP) - Two young 
hackers were convicted in 
Germany Thursday of steal¬ 
ing new songs from stars 
such as Lady Gaga and 
Mariah Carey and offering 
them for sale on the Internet, 
a court said. 

The local court in the 
western city of Duisburg 


found the defendants, aged 
18 and 23, guilty of dozens of 
counts of violating copy¬ 
rights and hacking confiden¬ 
tial data, a spokesman said. 

The teenager was handed 
an 18-month sentence at a 
young offenders' institute 
while the older defendant re¬ 
ceived an 18-month sus¬ 
pended sentence. 

The two used Trojan horse 
software to gain access to the 
computers and e-mail ac¬ 
counts of the managers of 
high-profile artists, took un¬ 
published songs and offered 
them for sale or download in 


2009 and 2010. 

The new material came 
from top-selling stars includ¬ 
ing Carey, Lady Gaga, Justin 
Timberlake, Leona Lewis 
and Kesha, the court said. 
Prosecutors say the two 
earned more than 15,000 
euros ($21,000) with the 
scheme.

Seven children hospitalised in 
France by E. coli 



rare cooked burgers 


LILLE, France (AFP) - Seven 
children were hospitalised in 
France with E. coli infections 
after eating meat that manu¬ 
facturers said could come 
from Germany, where an out¬ 
break of the bacteria has killed 
37 people. 

The children, the youngest 
of whom is 20 months old, had 
eaten frozen hamburgers made 
by the French company SEB 
which said the meat was taken 
from animals slaughtered in 
three European countries and 
processed in France. 

The cases come after a 
major E. coli outbreak that 
killed 38 people — all in Ger¬ 
many except for one woman 
who died in Sweden after vis¬ 


iting Germany 
— and sickened 
3,300 people 
in 16 countries. 

Officials 
said the infec¬ 
tion was a rare 
strain of the E. 
coli bacteria 
and was not 
linked to the 
similar outbreak in Germany. 

"There’s meat from Ger¬ 
many, there's meat from Bel¬ 
gium and from Holland" in the 
burgers, SEB chief executive 
Guy Lamorlette told AFP. 

"There are several suppli¬ 
ers. We will have to await the 
test results to say which is con¬ 
taminated." 

A spokesman for the Re¬ 
gional Health Agency (ARS) 
in Lille, northern France, 
where six of the children were 
hospitalised on Wednesday, 
told AFP: "They are in a seri¬ 
ous but not worrying state. 
Their lives are not at all in 
danger." 

The "Steak Country" burg¬ 
ers were bought in French 


branches of German super¬ 
market Lidl. SEB said it had 
recalled them and Lidl said it 
had removed them from its 
shelves in France. 

The ARS official said the 
children had suffered from 
bloody diarrhoea, a symptom 
that also struck victims of the 
outbreak in Germany which 
has been blamed on infected 
vegetable sprouts. 

The French infections 
"have no link at present with 
the recent epidemic in Ger¬ 
many," the official added, 
however. 

In Brussels, the European 
Commission said it had been 
informed of the outbreak but 
"the origin of the meat has not 
been confirmed," said Frederic 
Vincent, spokesman for Health 
Commissioner John Dalli. 

Lamorlette insisted that the 
suspect meat had been sub¬ 
jected to stringent tests and de¬ 
clared fit for human 
consumption, suggesting con¬ 
sumer negligence such as 
under-cooking or refreezing 
could be to blame. 


study: Olive oil could lower 
stroke risk 




- Older people who eat olive oil have a lower risk of stroke 
than those who do not, suggested a study of more than 7,000 
French people that was published in the United States. 
Researchers at the National 
Institute of Health and Med¬ 
ical Research in Bordeaux, 

France followed 7,625 people 
age 65 and older from three 
cities — Bordeaux, Dijon and 
Montpellier — for a period of 
five years. 

During that time, there were 
148 strokes. The subjects 
were divided into groups ac¬ 
cording to their use of olive 
oil, ranging from people who 
did not use it at all to those ter. 
who used it in dressing, cook¬ 
ing and on bread. 

When researchers adjusted for factors such as body weight, 
physical activity and overall diet, they found that the so-called 
"intensive" olive oil users had a 41 percent lower risk of stroke 
compared to those who never ate olive oil. 

"Our research suggests that a new set of dietary recommenda¬ 
tions should be issued to pre¬ 
vent stroke in people 65 and 
older," said study author Cecilia 
Samieri. 

"Stroke is so common in older 
people and olive oil would be 
an inexpensive and easy way to 
help prevent it." (AFP)

Carstens says IMF race not 
over yet 


Tonnes in Dutch 
veggies lost over 
E. coli 


BEIJING,China(AFP) - Mex¬ 
ico's candidate to lead the IMF 
said that his battle with 
France's Christine Fagarde 
was not over yet after talks in 
Beijing on Thursday, while 
chastising Europe for not 
making it a fair fight. 

Agustin Carstens, the gov¬ 
ernor of Mexico's central 
bank, is the clear underdog in 
the race to become the next 
managing director of the Inter¬ 
national Monetary Fund, fol¬ 
lowing the resignation of 
Dominique Strauss-Kahn last 
month. 

His campaign to win sup¬ 
port from major emerging na¬ 
tions has faltered in the face of 
Fagarde's worldwide charm 
offensive, but he said officials 
in China, the world's second- 
largest economy, had "listened 
very carefully" to his pitch. 

"Regrettably this time 


around, Europe didn't em¬ 
brace the spirit of having a 
merit-based process," 

Carstens told reporters after 
meetings with his Chinese 
counterpart Zhou Xiaochuan 
and Finance Minister Xie 
Xuren. 

Fagarde, France's finance 
minister, and Carstens were 
placed on the shortlist earlier 
this week by the IMF's 24- 
member board, which is ex¬ 
pected to make a decision by 
June 30 after interviewing the 
candidates. 

Carstens, who served as the 
IMF's number three from 
2003-2006 before returning to 
Mexico City to become fi¬ 
nance minister and then cen¬ 
tral bank chief, admitted that 
getting the top job would be 
difficult. 

The 5 3-year-old University 
of Chicago-educated econo¬ 


mist has repeatedly suggested 
that Fagarde could be too 
deeply involved in Europe's 
fiscal problems to be the unbi¬ 
ased, unsentimental leader the 
IMF requires. 

The 55-year-old Fagarde, 
in addition to having Europe's 
support, has received public 
endorsements from Egypt, In¬ 
donesia and a number of 
African countries. 

Carstens has only garnered 
the expressed support of a 
dozen Fatin American coun¬ 
tries — but notably not yet 
Brazil or Argentina. 

He met US Treasury Secre¬ 
tary Timothy Geithner in 
Washington on Monday, and 
although a Treasury spokes¬ 
woman lauded Carstens' 
"strong mix of financial talent 
and political skills", the 
United States remained mum 
on its choice.

NEW YORK, (AFP) - 
Chrysler is recalling more than 
11,000 of its 2011 model year 
vehicles because of a potential 
steering problem, the US gov¬ 
ernment said Thursday. 

Certain vehicles "may have 
been built with a missing or in¬ 
correctly installed steering col¬ 
umn pivot rivet," the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Ad¬ 
ministration said in a statement 
on its website. 

The defect could increase 
the potential for injury in a 
frontal crash, the NHTS A said. 

The recall covers 11,351 
vehicles: the Chrysler 200, 
Chrysler 200 Convertible, 
Chrysler Town and Country, 
Dodge Avenger, Dodge Cal¬ 
iber, Dodge Grand Caravan, 
Dodge Journey, Dodge Nitro, 
Jeep Compass, Jeep Fiberty, 
Jeep Patriot and Jeep Wran- 
gler. 

The recalled vehicles were 
built between April and May. 
Chrysler notified the NHTSA 
of the recall on June 7.

German authorities identi¬ 
fied locally grown vegetable 
sprouts as the source of the 
outbreak and lifted a warning 
against eating raw tomatoes, 
cucumbers and lettuce.

Japan region to cut 
power use with siestas 


TOKYO, Japan (AFP) - As 
Japan looks to save electricity 
this summer amid its ongoing 
nuclear crisis, one regional 
government has come up 
with a novel solution not usu¬ 
ally found in workplaces here 
— siestas. 

The government of central 
Gifu prefecture is urging its 
staff to go home for a nap be¬ 
tween 1:00 and 3:00 pm to 
cut down on air conditioning 
and other power usage during 
the sweltering summer 
months of July to September. 

’’The siesta holiday, 
named after the afternoon 
break in Spain, is one of the 
ideas that came up as we 
were discussing how to slash 
electricity consumption amid 
tight supply,” prefectural of¬ 
ficial Hiroshi Ichihara told 
AFP. 


"Power consumption will 
go down if there are fewer 
people in the office," Ichihara 
said, adding that the govern¬ 
ment is aiming for a power 
cut of 20 percent during the 
1:00-3:00 pm time slot, and 
of 11 percent for the year as a 
whole. 

Gifu, like other areas of 
Japan, has struggled with a 
tight power supply since the 
March 11 quake and tsunami 
crippled the Fukushima nu¬ 
clear plant on the coast north¬ 
east of Tokyo and led to other 
reactor shutdowns. 

The civil servants of Gifu 
may be cheering the chance 
for a mid-day snooze, but 
there is a catch, according to 
the official — their daytime 
nap hours will be deducted 
from their annual holiday en¬ 
titlements.

Venus to end 
Williams sisters' run 



EASTBOURNE, United 
Kingdom (AFP) - Daniela 
Hantuchova ended the 
Williams sisters’ run at the 
Eastbourne grass-court event 
on Thursday as she finally tri¬ 
umphed after 10 losses in her 
career series with Venus. 

The Slovak, who had previ¬ 
ously won just two sets against 
the American, secured a gritty 
6-2, 5-7, 6-2 quarter-final vic¬ 
tory to send Venus out a day 
after her sister Serena lost to 
top seed Vera Zvonareva. 

"I felt I came out and 
played well early in the 
match,” said the winner. 

’’The wind picked up and 
made things tough for both of 


us. It was then about who had 
the mentality and I came 
through. 

Hantuchova, ranked 25th in 
the world, laboured for two 
hours and 23 minutes after a 
delayed start due to rain in the 
area. 

The Slovak, who played 
last week's Birmingham final, 
won her 27th match of the sea¬ 
son and heads into a semi-final 
against fifth seed Petra Kvi- 
tova, who beat Poland's Ag¬ 
nieszka Radwanska 1-6, 6-2, 
7-6 (7/2) in just under two 
hours.

Boston beat Vancouver to win Stanley 
Cup followed by riots 



VANCOUVER (AFP) - The 
Boston Bruins beat the Van¬ 
couver Canucks 4-0 in game 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Tiger 
Woods edged Phil Mickelson 
for the top spot in Sports II- 
lustrated's Fortunate 50 list of 
top US athlete moneymakers 
while Swiss tennis star Roger 
Federer led non-Americans 
to rank third overall. 

Woods, who missed this 
week's US Open golf cham¬ 
pionship with a left knee in¬ 
jury, set the pace in figures 
released Thursday, as he has 
in all eight years of the mag¬ 
azine's study, with 
$62,294,116 in prize money 
and endorsements. 

In the wake of his infa¬ 
mous sex scandal and a win 
drought that has reached 20 
months, Woods plunged from 
his 2008 figure of $127.9 
million and is off by $10 mil¬ 
lion from 2010 and $32 mil¬ 
lion from 2009. 

Mickelson, who turned 41 


seven of the Stanley Cup 
Final on Wednesday to win 
the National Hockey League 


on Thursday as he began play 
at Congressional country 
Club, was second on 
$61,185,933. His $57 million 
in endorsements was $3 mil¬ 
lion shy of Woods but he won 
nearly twice as much in prize 
money. 

Federer topped the inter¬ 
national list of 20 at 
$52,781,940, edging Filipino 
boxing icon Manny Pac- 
quiao, who was fourth overall 
at $52,500,000. Spanish auto 
racer Fernando Alonso was 
next on $45 million. 

Among the Americans, 
NBA star LeBron James 
ranked third overall with 
$44.5 million followed by 
NFL star Peyton Manning on 
$38.07 million, baseball's 
Alex Rodriguez at $36 mil¬ 
lion and NBA playmaker 
Kobe Bryant at $34.8 mil¬ 
lion.

The Bruins won the Stan¬ 
ley Cup for the first time 
since 1972 and denied the 
Canucks' bid to become the 
first Canada-based club since 
Montreal in 1993 to capture 
the trophy. 

The Bruins became the 
first team in NHL history to 
win a game seven three times 
in the same postseason. 

They beat Montreal in 
game seven in the first round 
and Tampa Bay in the Eastern 
Conference finals, although 
both of those games were on 
home ice in Boston. 

Riots stun Vancouver, 
leave nightmare cleanup 

Vancouver faced a night¬ 
mare cleanup and mounting 
security questions Thursday 
after furious hockey fans set 
parts of the city ablaze and 
clashed with police, leaving a 
reported 150 people injured in 
Canada's worst riots in years. 

The city in normally se¬ 
date western Canada was 
largely calm but in a state of 
shock early Thursday, after 
hooligans including fans of 
the Vancouver Canucks pour

into the streets to torch police 
cars and loot several stores. 

Cleanup crews were out in 
force, but downtown streets 
were still full of smashed 
glass, scores of businesses re¬ 
mained closed and some bus 
routes were still not operat¬ 
ing, after public transit shut 
down Wednesday night, 
stranding thousands after bus 
drivers declared they were 
not safe. 

As the Canucks' dream of 
winning Canada's first NHL 
championship in 18 years 
collapsed, the city was 
plunged into dangerous chaos 
for several hours. 


Disgruntled fans set police 
cruisers on fire and police in 
riot gear used tear gas to 
break up unruly mobs, as 
hospitals reported injuries 
from stabbings, falls, head in¬ 
juries and the gas. 

Fights broke out in the 
crowded streets even before 
the game ended, and by the 
time the Bruins accepted the 
cup inside Rogers Arena, 
windows were being 
smashed outside, stores 
looted and fires set until 
black smoke blanketed 
downtown, where an esti¬ 
mated 100,000 hockey fans 
had gathered.
